On August 1, 1995, your clients, the National Right to Life Committee, Inc. ("NRLC"), 
Minnesota Citizens Concerned for Life, Inc. ("MCCL") and Minnesota Citizens Concerned for 
Life Committee for a Pro-Life Congress and Jacqueline A. Schwietz, as treasurer, ("MCCL 
PAC") were notified that the Federal Election Commission found reason to believe that the 
NRLC violated 2 U.S.C. Q 441b(a) in connection with nonfederal payments received by the 
National Republican Senatorial Committee and that MCCL and MCCL PAC violated 2 U.S.C. 
Q 441b(a) and 11 C.F.R. Q 102.5(a)(l). 

Following an investigation, and after considering the circumstances of the matter, the 
Commission determined on November 30, 1999 to take no hrther action against NRLC, MCCL 
and MCCL PAC and closed the file as it pertains to them. The file will be rnade public within 
30 days after this matter has been closed with respect to all other respondents involved. You are 
advised that thc confidentiality provisions of 2 U.S.C. Q 437g(a)(l2)(A) remain in effect with 
respect to all respondents still involved in this matter. The Commission will notify you when the 
entire file has been closed.
